The fate of the tobacco crop 
is 


now practicaly sealed and whether 
it rains or not makes but little ditf- 
•erence now except with- the latest 
plantings. 
Topping ibegan in some 


sections about three weeks ago and 
.'harvesting 
and shedding are well 


under way near .Hanover, ClinUon, 


j and Emerald 
Grove. 
George H. 


l Florida, a well known grower 
of 


Ulinton, is filling a large new shed 
and his nine acres of tobacco 
will 


yield about twothirds of a crop. 


Much of the tobacco will not 
be 


ready for topping for two weeks yet 
and some of that which was planted 
latest will probably never be ready 
unless- there is a break in the con- 
tinued hot 
and dry spell. 
There 


seems to be little prospect .of any 
change In the prevailing .conditions 
which have remained uncnanged for 
some time past. 
The outlook is not 


very promising 
for good tobacco 


and ft ...ers and B's are about the best 
that can be look'jd for. 
The crop 


this year is said to be the most un- 
even of any ever raised in the state. 


No-withstanding 
the 
fact that 


rains have been an almost unknown 
quantity the tobacco 
plants have 


derived much benefit from the heavy 
Jews which have (alien these cool 
nights. 
Few 
people 
are 
early 


enough risers 
to' 
appreciate the 


amount of moisture which is con- 
tained in a heavy dew and the broad 
spread of tobacco 
plants 
enable 


them to take a generous share of 


j the moisture for. their own nourish- 
jment. 
Frequent 
rains 
would do 


much toward 4 increasing the spread 
of leaf in the later tobacco. 
Tabac- 


co growers are still hopeful that the 
harvest will result in at leas half a 
crop. 


The growing tobacco crop seems 


to be doing, the best it nan oo un- 
der the trying 
weather conditions 


that continue to -prevail. The tobac- 
co belt of Southern Wisconsin still 
remains under the shadow of the 
most severe droxith that it has ever 
experienced. 
The few rains that 


have fallen brought but temporary 
relief at best and the long lon'ked' 
for soaking showers are yet to come. 
Cooler weather has helped to allay 
some of the parching effects and.'t'ae 
fields 'are making some growth even 
on soils where apparentiv there can 
be no moisture left. But tho growth 
in most cases is narrow, 
pinched, 


with disposition to bud early that 
is seldom witnessed 'in Wisconsin 
tobacco. 
Another discourasing fea- 


ture is the latefles.'s of the 'enji. 
Here it is past 'the middle of August 
and fully one-half 
the living to- 


bacco has not yet been topped. At 
least a month or s'x .W'j-3ks.imni:i,uty 
from frosts will b3 required to se- 
cure a harvest.
